[P (rs the Earth, to beer the YViſdame of 
Ears? Solomon, Luk, 11,31. Andwereade 
in the fourth of the firſt Book of the Kings, that 
not onely the Queen of the South ,. but ſowe off all 
fortz of People were ſent from all the Kaxgs of the 
Earth that had heard of him, upon the Same Er- 
rand, namely, to Hear his VViſdome, and to Learn 
of him, how to Govern Them elves and rheiz Sub- 
js as he did,that they might be as Happy in Them» 
ſelves and their Government as be was. And to 
this end may I ſay of Solomon ( as the Scripture faith 
of Abel, Heb, 11. 4+.) that being dead He yet ſpeakgth.. 
For though it hath pleaſed God to ſuffer «ll that 
this great King and Wile Philoſopher hath written 
of natural Speculation (from the Cedar to the Hy- 
ſope, and from the greateſt of | beaſts aud fiſbes , to the 
leaſt of creeping things, 1 Ring. 4- 33) to be mw 
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loft 3 as being a kind of knowledge. that was 
more likely to puff up, then to edifice, and to make 
men by too much poreing upon the creature, to for- 
pet or neglett to look up to the Creator : Yet as for 
that practical kind of knowledge, whereby men be. 
come better as well as wiſer (whether it concern us 
in relation unto Ged, as Divinity ; or in celation to 
our ſelves, as morality ;, or in thole relations which 
one v14n hath unto axother , as the Politicks and Oe- 
' conomicks )) in order to the making of us boneſt Men, 
good ſubjeAs , = neighbors, and good Chriftiens, 
of 


whatſoever 1 {ay was written by Solomon to any of 


theſe ends, is all of it, or moſt of it,. or at leaſt 
as much of it, as is ſufficient for our uſe and pra- 


Gice , yet extant in the Books of the Canticles, 
the Proverbs, and Ecdlefiaftes;, of which the Firſt 
and the Laſt are almoft wholly Theological : the 
Book of the Canticles being an Holy charm, as it 
were, to draw us unto Chriſt, and to make us 
in love with htm, - by an Allegorical, but moſt Em- 
phatical diſctiption of Chriſts Lovelineſs in Him» 
ſelf, and of the excellency of His Love unto us; 
And the other of Eccleſiaftes being an boly Satyre a- 
gainſt the, world and worldly things, written on 
purpoſe to wean us from them, by ſhewing us the 
vanity and vexation of them. But #6is book of 
the Proverbs 1s a Divine Miſcellany or mixture of 
ages, Moral , Political and Occonomical 
Aphoriſms or Obſcryations: and thoſe nor. <

links of the ſame chain, having a natural depen- 
dance one upon another ; but rather like Pearls 
upon the ſame ſtring, which though they are all 
of them equally uſeful and precious in thetr ſeveral 
kinds, yet few of them have ſo necellary a conne- 
tion with one another, but that we may take 
moſt of them aſunder, and conſider them apart 
by themſelves, without any prejudice at all either 
to the Text or Context, 

And thus we are now to conſider the words I 
have read unto you , which are an Aphoriſm, or 
Obſervation partly Political, and partly Theologi- 
cal ; for az it —_ many Princes in a Land to 
be a National Calamity, ſo it is Political ; but as 
it obſerves, That Calamity to be a National Judges 
ment, or az Judgement of God upon the Land, for 
= ſins of the people of that Land, ſo it is Theo- 
ogical. 

Again, as it obſeryes, That by a man of under« 
landing and knowledge the ſtate of a Landis prolon- 
ged, fo it is Political; but as by a mar of wunder- 
flanding and knowledge, it means ( as you ſhall fee 
it does ) a man that underſtands and knows what 
God would have him todo and: does it, ſoit is The- 
ological , and ſeems to be the Obſervation, not of 
Solomon the King, or of Solowen the Stateſman one- 
ly, but of Solomon the Divine, - or of Solomon the 
Preacher alſo. And therefore as it deſerves:a much 
| berter Preacher then [ "w_ ro Diſcourſe upon "

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fo it may become the Greateſt of Kings, and Wi- 
' feſt of Stateſmen to Hearken to it. Neither can, 
there be a more Seaſonable Occaſion then this for 
the conſideration of it : and therefore, if it have 
not ſomewhat more then ordinary influence upon 
our affe&ions for the preſent, and upon our a&i- 
ons for the future, it muſt be, and I am afraid it 
will be my. want of skilk and ability, either to o-. 
pen it clearly, or to apply it pertinently, or to ens 
force it powerfully ; which I hope, notwichſtand- 
ing all my infirmities, God will give me grace to do- 
in ſome meaſure, Howlſoever being by command of 
my Snperjours to ſpeak before a great King at ſuch a 
ſolemn time, and upon ſuch an extraordinary occaſi- 
on as This, T would not preſume to do it, but in, 
the words of a King, and of: ſucha King as was both 
the wiſeſt of Kings, and the wileſt of men, and that: 
not of his own time onely, but of all that ever was: 
before him, or ever ſhall be after him. And there- 
fore as he was moſt fit to preſcribe to.Princes, how: 
they are to govern, and to SubjeFs.how they arc to- 
obey ; ſo was he moſt able to foreſee and judge how. 
and by what means a State and:Kingdom-might ei-: 
ther be rain'd of preſers/d, and the date thereof ci- 
ther ſhortned or prolonged. For as the body Natu-- 
ral, ſo the body Politick is either ſhorter-or lon ger 
hy'd,. according: to the. good or bad conſtitutian. 
of its; or according to the more or leſs skil or care 
& Him that governs. it, or laſtly, as there. is more

. or leſs of the fear of God in the Subjeds of ir. 
For though the conſtitution of a State be never lo 
found and healthful, and' though He that ſits at 
the Helm be never 1o skilful and carcful, yet if the 
ocnerality of the People be wicked and willful, God 
doth uſually paniſh the madneſs andfolly of tuch a 
People, with permitting them -to.be inſtruments of 
their own milery, by changing the beſt form of Go- 
vernment under oze lawful Hereditary Prince, into 
the worſt kind of Tyranny, under many lawleſs U- 
ſurpers and Oppreſſors. For it is for the tranſereſcion 
of a land, ſaith the Wiſeman in my Text, as the 
Princes thereof are muny : But by a man of underſiand- 
ing and knowledge , fhall the ſtate thereof be prolonged. 
Where from the word [ But] which ſtands in the 
middle of my-Text, and divides the Latter Clauſe 
of it from the Former, we may collect that what 
follows. this dividing Particle 1s to be u1derſtood in 
oppoſition to that which is. before it. _ 

And therefore by. a mar of underſtanding and know- 
ledge, as there mult needs be meant a ſingle m_ in 
oppoſition unto. many: io the ſingle perſon, that is 
here meant, muſt needs bea Prince, becauſe he is op- 
pos'd not'to many ſimply and indefinitely 3 but co 
many Princes : And then from this Apberiſme ,. thus 
 underſtog@d, we may conclude ; | 

1. That plurality of ?rinces, or the: governmend 
of a Nation. or Land by many.Princes,, #2 National 
Fadgement., or.a Great judgement of God, upon. a 
Nation. 7 2. That 
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may afterwards be the more heartily magnified for 
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2. That Morarchy, or the government of a peg. 
ple by one Soveraign Prince onely, ( eſpecially if he 
bea Man of Underſtanding and knowledge, ) is a 
great National bleſsing, or a great bleſſing of God 
upon a Nation. 

And as we have found the oxe of theſe Concluſi- 
ons to be true by our own woful experience already; 
ſo I hope we ſhall find the other of them to be a 
truce, by our own joyful experience hereafter. And 
that this Nation of ours, which was ſo neer periſh- 
ing under thc Condutt of #rany, ſhall by one man of 
anderflanding and knowledge not onely be recovered 
from its former diſtempers and dangers for the pre 
ſent, (as thanks be to God for it, it isin a great 
meaſure) but ſetled and eſtabliſhed, and the ſtate 
thereof prolonged (if it be not our own fault) for 
_ the future, 

Burt as the Paſſover, the greateſt of the Jewiſh Fe- 
ſtivals, wasnot to be celebrated without cating of 
ſoure berbes, to put them in mind of their former 
ſlavery, and thereby to make them the more thank: 
fully ſenſible of their preſent liberty, fo at this 
_ great Feſtival of ours, to make us reliſh the better 
our preſent Happineſs, and to prepare us the better 
for our future Hopes, it will not be amiſs to make a 
reflexion upon our paſt Sufferings, and the Caulſes 
of them, to the end that God being firſt juſtified in 
his late great judgements deſervedly inflifted upon us, 


his 
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his preſent great werczes andeſeryedly youchſafed 
pato Us. 

We ſhall begin therefore with the former of theſe 
concluſions, namely, Jt 

That plurality of Princes in a State-is a great judge- 
went of God upon a Nation. 
| Which may be proved, firſt 2 priore, from the 

i, z and ſecondly , 4 poſteriore, from the effe&s 
of it. | 

And firſt for the proof of it 2 priore, or from 
the cauſe, we need go no further then my Text, 
_ makes good this Conclufion in all the parts 
of it, | 

For firſt, it proves it to be a judgement, becauſe it 

is for traxſgreſsion, or becauſe tranſgreſſion is the me- 
ritorious Cauſe of it; from whence by the way we 
may obſerve likewiſe, That if plurality of Princes be 
for tranſgreſsion , then if there bad been xo trenſ- 
fees , there would nor have been a government 
y phurality of Princes ; and conſequently, that ſuch 
a government is originally neither from 'God, nor 
from Nature, nor from the DiQates of Right rea- 
fon, but from ſin, which is alwayes the Meritorious, 
and ſometimes the Efficient caulc of it. 

Secon dly, It appears from the Text 5 _— 
lity of Princes is not oncly a judgement becaulc it is 
for trenſgreſsion, but a National judgement, becauſe 
it is for the Traffſgreſſion of a Land, that is, of a 
Nation, or the Inhabitants of a Land, or _ 

; , nation 
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national prowvecations are the - Cauſes of. it, 
Thirdly , it may be proved from my Text [ike. 
wiſe, that, as it is a national Judgement, ſo.itis a 
great national judgement, or a great judgement of 
Godupon a Nation, becaule it is not for any ordi. 
nary or common national ſin, but for the greateſt pro- 
vocation that a nation can be guilty of, For though 
pvp the word in the Original which we tranſlate 
tranſpreſcion, do indeed fignific a tranſgreſhon ;. be. 
cauſe the greateſt ſin aſwel as the leaſt may be cal- 
led a tranſgreſsion; yet the tranſgreſsion which is here 
meant is ſxcha tranſgreſſion as tranſgreſceth ar exceeds 
all other tranſgreffions ; for it is prewarication, which 
1s theliteral, proper and moſt emphatical fignificati- 
on of the word yu2 And prevarication (as the Civi- 
lians tell us) is a betraying of rhe cauſe and intereſt 
we would ſeem to majatain. As when Diwines pre- 
tending to guide menin the way that leadeth unto 
Heaven, do perſwade them to do ſuch things as 
will bring them unto Hell; or when Lawyers ,whole 

officeis to be guardians of liberty and.property, do 
by falſe gloſſes upon the Law juſtifie or exculc 
thoſe that invade, and oppreſs, and deſtroy both; 
or laſtly, when any, Man, Se&, or party of men, 

| pretending to ſerve God, and. the King, do indee 

ſerve themſelves and their own wicked deſigns + 
gainſt God and the King. This is prewarication, and 
tor ſuch prevarication, as this, doth God puniſh a 
Land ( faith my Text) with wany Princes ; which 
mult 
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muſt therefore be one of the greateſt National judge- 
ments, becaule it is the puniſhment of one of the 
greateft National fins ; foro is prevarication: "And 
chus much briefly for the proof of my firſt Concluſi> 
on 4 priore, or from its Cauſe. 

I proceed to theproof of it & poſteriore, or from 
its effe&is, '' For as great national ſms are the cauſe, lo 
great national mtiferies are the effe*is of many Princes; 
as will appear firſt from the confideration of Polf- 
cracy, or of a government by plurality of Princes, in 
its own -#atwre, Or in. the general: : and,” Secondly 
from the -experrente we our ſelves have” had of it in 
our own Particular. | 

And firſt, it is true in it ſelf and in the general, 
That where there are many Princes im a Land, there 
the People mult needs beexpoled tomany and greet 
miſeries. ' © My Earn ae 

But then by Prixces we are not to underſtand ſach 
Princes as the hundred twenty ſeverr  wefe , that 
were feaſted by Abaſhitrar; "under whom they were 
the Governonrs of ſo many ſevetal Provinces ;''not 
ſuch Princes as are now in France, Poland , Naples 
and other Kingdomes, Who ate bite Princes in” rame 
onely - 4d thegh {ume of them greater then". 
thers, yer all of them fubje& aid ſubordinate to 
their own wt LAG, TE hn of ſuch _ Gow 
may and perhaps*ought. to be wary, that 1s, more 
or (owes DO endne60othe Grandeur” af / the 'Mo- 
narch they live under. And yet —__ may berg many 

_ | Even 
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even ofthis kind of princesalſo ; as whea the Sun 
Soyeraign Majeſty, from whence they borrow ang 
derive their light, is cither Eclipſed by their Magni- 
rude, (as. it was in Englaad in the time of the By. 
rons wars) or clouded by their multitude; or whey 
the Title and dignity it ſelf is embaſed and propha-. 
ned by admitting too many , and too mean perlogz 
to be pertakers of it. But of tbis the Soveraign 
prince is the onely and beſt judge, neither are thele 
the princes my Text ſpeaks of. 

| For by many. pripces in my Text, are meant. ſuch 
as arc, or take upon. them. to be Soweraignr inithe 
ſame Land or State; and that mot ſucceſsively; for 
then, how could they be oppog'd to .a ſingle perſon, 
ſecing in that ſenſe they would all of them. be but ſo 
many fingle perſons ſuccecding one another? Andbe- 
ſides, I cannot ſee, why wany princes in ſucceſſins 
ſhould be ſaid to be a judgement or a puniſhment in- 
fliged by. God,upon a, nation for their ſips 3.; and 
thereforc by many princes in my Text mult needs be 
meant avany_ pretending to ſoveraignty.in the ſow 
conuntrey at the: ſame time, _ 

And this. may be cithcr when the Country is Cate 
zoned into many ſeveral Indep:ndent principalitics 
by ſetting up wany petty Soveraignties inſtead of ous 
or when the Soveraign power over a whole Nations 
ſpared and exerciſed by many; whether they be more, 
as A Republick or Demgcracy 5.0 fewer, as in 
AState or ap Ariſtocracy,, Yr.

And firſt for the former way of Polycracy, or having 
many Princes, by Cantoning the Countrey, and ma- 
king ſeveral diſtin&. bodies of the ſeveral members of 
the ſame body Politick, it 1s that which was attem- 
pted by Korah, Dathenand Abiram, when they told 
Moſes he took too much upon bim, becauſe he alone did 
govern in chicf-all the twelve Tribes of Iſracl; And 
ou know what the iſſue of that attempt was, name- 
, the ſudden death of almoſt fifteen thouſand men, 
belides the ſwallowing up quick of ſome, and the 
burning alive of others of the Conſpirators, toge- 
ther with their wives and children, and. all that be- 
longed unto them; as you may read inthe fifteenth. 
Chapter of the Book of Numbers. The lame was af+. 
terwards attempted by, Abner upon a pretence of zeal 
for his Maſters Houſe, 'burt indeed by diwiding Iſract 
from Judah, to goyern Liracl bimſelf”; . as he id du- 
ring the War betwixt the houſe of David and the 
houſe of Sal, which was along and a bloody one, 
faith the Text ;, as ſuch wars uſe to be, when a, 
whole Nation is engaged to fight againft it ſelf, and. 
tocut one anothers throats to gratific the malice or 
ambition of a few, But that which was but attemw- 
pied by Dathan and Abner, was ſhortly after; efeGted 


| by Jeroboam, who. divided Iiracl-from: Judah, be- 
pinning a War, which neither he nor his ſucceſſors 
could cyer ſee an end of ; till Iſracl and Judah being 
weakned, and waſted; and conſumed by one ano 
he Aſhrian, who at _ 
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ſwallowed them up both. And thus/(toſay nothing, 
of other Nations, which of old and of latc haye 
been thus Cantoned ) our own Goutttry of England, 
of a Monarchy became an Heptareby, by ſerting up. 
of ſeven ſeyeral Soveraignties in the time of the Sax. 
ons, Which never Jeft encroaching and warring up. 
on one another, ti'] all of them were reduced _ 
under one, By all which Inſtances it #s evident 
cnough, that there cannot be many Soweraign piity. 
ces over ſeveral parts or provinces of. the ſane conn- 
trey , without much cffuſion' of blood in the ereds. 
ing, and preat oppreffion of the people for the: 
maintaining of them. And conſequently that the 
having of »any Princes in this ſenſe muſt 'needs bea: 
great Judgement upon the people, 

And yet fecondly it. is as bad or worſe for the 
people ; when the Soweraigety over the whole, which. 
enght to be veſted in one, is uſurped and ſhared, and 
exerciſed by wany ; who, whether they be more, or. 
fewer, doalwaycs tinder a pretence of Law and Li- 
berty affume unto themſelves an Illegal, Arbitrary: 
and tyrannical power, and that as really in a Sc+ 
nare or Ariftoeracy ; thongh not ſo groſsly and vitk 
bly, as in a popnlar Stare or a Democracy, 

For even m a Senate, { where many govern itt 
chief with equal Authority ) ſuppoſing them ( us we 
muſt needs fuppofe them to be } men ſubje@ to the: 
ſame pafsions, appetites, and infitmitics as all men 
are, there will alwzyes be jealouſies, envyings, and; 
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emulations amongſt them ; and where there are Jea- 
fouſies and emulations, and zo ſuperionr authority to 
check and over-rule them, there mult needs be fa- 
tions and diviſions alſo ; and where there are faci- 
ons and diviſions among 1hoſe that govers, there the 
government it ſelf muſt needs be obnoxious to many 
dangers and difficultics, both in adminiRration of 
Juſtice at home, and in defendiag themſclves againſt 
cnemies abroad ; there being nothing more natural 
or more uſual in _ hind of States, : then the ſacri- 
icing of the publick Intereſt to private and particu» 
lar concernments;; whilſt every man 'is apt to grati- 
fie himſclf, and his own covetonſneſs, js, Eau 
animoſity, by becoming a penſioner to: any other 
State that will give moſt for him ; and Co gratifze his 
xn patty at home; by thwarding and crofling and: 
crying down whatſoever is {aid or done by the con- 
trary faction, though'the State at ſelf be often, £n- 
dangercd, and/ſometimes ruida'd by it: - Azweſec 
it hapnedan the State of Cartbage; where: Haniwand 
the reſt of his fa&ion,to comply with theit own en- 
vie and Malice againſt Henzibal;. they forced that: 
great Captain to. quir Irchy, and the proſecution: of 
his Vicorics for want of fupplics,: though by.draw- 
ing Hannibal out of taly they drew the Romazerinto 
Africk, and ſaw Cartbege and themſelves made flaves 
to Rome yi rather: then'.they would endure: Rome - 
ſhould be wbdued by Honaibot.: So-powernful, and-

bition, Envy, Malice, and Revenge, where there 
is no Authority to prevent or reſtrain the dangerom. 
malignity, and eftcQs of them, as there ts notwhere 
the Soveraignty is equally ſharedamonglt many. And 
yet though they differ in all things els, they will al. 
wayes agrec in this, to enrich their own private fq. 
milies as much as they can, by drawing,not as much 
.a8 is needfal, or can be. ſpared, but as much asis to 
be had, or can be extorted from their poor Subjc&s, 
And yet ſuch is the ſimplicity, and folly of ſome de. 
laded people, that they could be content to b 

themſelves and to become ſlaves indeed , to pur» 
chaſe the empty name of a free State, or a free born 
People ; as ſome of us would haye done, and ſome 
of ourneighbours have done, who are as arbitrati- 
ly governed, and as heavily taxed,as the vyaſſallsof 
the Grand Scignior himlelf : whereas if they were 
wiſe, they would confider, that ſuppofing a Soyc- 
raign Prince were indecd a Tyrant, .yet the Tyran. 
| ny of a State or Senate would be much more grie- 
vous and inſupportable then ' any one ſoveraign 
Prince can be; andthat not onely becaule it is ca- 
ficr, and ſafer, and cheaper to ſatisfic the luſt , the 
covetouſneſs, the cruelty, or any other inordinaie 
or immoderate paſsion of any one man', then of 
many, but likewiſe, becauſe the Tyranny of one 
man is, as himſelf” is, wutable. and wortal; for a 
bad Prince' may, and many times does mend ;- and 
whether he mend, or ro, he muſt end, and a better 
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may ſucceed him 3 but the tyranny of a State is, as 
the State it ſelf is, immutable and immortal, A ty. 
rannical State bcing nothing elſe but a flanding zy-. 
ranny, or a ſucceſſion of ſeveral menin the ſamety- 
ranni:al form of government. Whereunto may be 
added, that a Sov-raign Priace knowing himſelf, 
and none but him'clf Iyable both to the blame: and 
ſhame of whatſoever is amiſs in matter of Goyern- 
ment, as having no partner or ſhater in it, upon 
whom for excufing himſelf, he may transferr 
the blame of it, he will alwayes have the re- 
ſraint of ſbame (_ if he have not the reſtraint of 
conſcience ) upon him; and conſequently ſuppoling 
he feared not God, nor what be could dounto him, 
yet he will care for wen, -and what they: are. likely 
to ſay of him. Bur where the Soveraignty is in wa- 
ay, and all of them for all things they do equally 
accountable in the general, none of them thinks 
himſelf accountable either to God or man, for any 
thing in his own perticw/ar.; and'therefore cares not 
| how the one is provoked, or the other injured, as 

long as he thinks it is the. State, and not he , that is 
to anſwer for it. And Statcs, being bodics with» 
out ſouls, have neither Conſcience toawe:them, nor 
ſhame to reſtrain them from doing anything. -/. So - 
that it ſeetms ro be.a judgement: of God upon a Na- 
tion when it-bath many. Princes ationce even in this . 
ſenſe. 1 mean when the Nobility-or ſome ofthe 
better ſort of the povgle da ſhare betwixt.chem the - 
Saveraignty over all the reft. And : 
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And yet this isthe beſt kind of Polycracy, or the 
beſt kind of Government under more Princes then 
one. Becaule it is better to be ſubjet to fewer then 
to more, and to ſome of the beſt and nobleſt,asit 
is in a Senate of Ariſtocracy, then to a multitude of 
the worſt and baſeſt of the people, as itisin a De. 
mocracy, or that which is gong called a Re- 
publick, which notwithſtanding all its vain pr i 
tences to freedome, Equity and Equality, is abſo- 
lutely the worſt of all kind of Government what- 
foever,- =o nn 
| 1; Becauſe it is 'moſt unmmatural *;' for though it 
be monſtrous enough for one body Politick to have 
more heads then one, yet it is much more monſtrous 
and unnatural, when that which* ſhoxld be''the body 
is the head, 'or when the body and the bead arc 
but oxe-confurd, undiſtinguiſhd maſs or lump; 
there being in a popular State no difference be- 
twixt thoſe that Govern, and thoſe'that are go+ 
verned,  unlefs -it be this, that thofe that ſeem to 
govern, ate indeed {ubjefts; and thoſe "that ſeem 
to be governed,are indeed Soveraigns, the Magi- 
{rates in a Common-wealth berng ſervants and 
vaſſals unto"the people, '2s bring created by them, 
ad accomptable to thein , and 'confequehely al: 
wayes in danget atd” fear of them. ' 
2. As this 'kmd of Government is moſt” wnna- 

tural; 16 it is moſt mnreaſonable';"for what. can be 
more unreaſondd] wble then that the wileſt, the nts 
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the moſt valiant and moft virtuous perſons (which 
arc alwayes the feweſt ) ſhould be governed by ſuch 
2s are fools, or knaves, or cowards, or vitious and 
vile perſons? which are alwayes the major part, 
and conſequently muſt needs domineere and pive 
Law to all the reſt , where” all things are carryed 
by plurality of voyces , as they are, where the ſo- 
veraign autbority reſides in the body of the People ; 
which are moſt of them ſuch, as were intended by 
God and nature ( laith Ariftotle) to be ſervants, as 
being of low and ſervile diſpoſitions, - and ſuch as 
have not wit enough to govern themſclves, and 
much leſs to govern others. | ; 
As this kind of Government is moſt xnnatural 
and reaſonable in its frame and conſtitution,” :{v. it 
1s moſt inſolent, injurious and tyrannical in its mana» 
gery and adminiſtration. And that firſt in-regard 
of the peoples folly and credulity, which makes 
them apt to be abuſed and {deceived \ by falſe infor- 
mations and miſrepreſentations of Things-and Per- 
ſons, and apt to be perſwadcd by thole that flat- 
ter them moſt, againſt thoſe that coxnſel them: belt, 
miſtaking their friends for their cnemics,  'and-ene- 
mies for their friends; and from thence apt to ma- 
gnifie and exalt the one, and to diſgrace and un- 
do the other. Secondly, in regard of their lewity 
.and inconſtancy, which makes them raſh and: in- 
conſiderate in their deliberations, ſudden 'and pre- 
Cipitate in their Reſolutions, and conſequently Irre- 
<a, ſolute 
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ſolute and variable in their affe&ions, and in their 
actions, crying up that to day, which they will 
try down to morrow, and oftentimes condemning 
and exccuting as Treiters and Malefaors thole 
whom they had a litrcle before applauded and ado. 
red as their Twtelary gods and faviours. Thirdly, 
in regard of their Fears and jealoufies, which as weak 
men, ſo weak States are alwayes moſt ſubje& unto. 
And theſe fears and jealoufies make them ſuſpe& 
whatſoever is above their capacitics for plots and 
confpiracies; and make them look jealouſly upon 
men that are eminent, as if becauſe they may ds 
baerm, they cannot be innocent, ſo that the more wile, 
or virtuous, or valiant any man isin a popular State, 
or the more he hath deſcrved of his Countrey by no- 
ble and Heroical a&ions, the lefs ſafe he is, becauſe 
when any man ſeems to excel and out-grow others, 
he preſently becomes the fear and envie of all. And 
then whatſoever any of his cnemics, or any mean 
or baſe companion will accuſc him of, is greedily 
heard, and cafily believed ; and whatſocver can be 
faid for hm by himſelf or by his friends, doth but 
bafien his condemnation; becauſe it is his werat that 
3s his rrame, and that which ought to make him be- 
loved and honoured, 1s that which makes him to be 
feared and hated. Thus were Themiftoches, Arifts- 
des and Alibiedes rewarded by the people of 4- 
thens > thus were Corialanns, Caneillus and Scipio the 
African rewarded by the: People of Kome after all 

their 
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their meritorious ſervices. And chus ſhould Faline 
Ceſar (after he had added Genl, Germany and Britt a- 
ny to the Romane Empire ) have been rewarded by 
the ſame People of Rome, if he had not prevented 
it, by taking that power , they would have uſed a- 
gainſt him, away from them. And now conſiderT 
beſeech you, whether there can be a worſe form of 

Government, then where cither the State it ſelf, or 
the worthieſt and beſt deſerving men in a State muſt 
necds be ruin'd; and where the State hath no other 
way, but by ingratitude and cruelty, to ſecure it 
felf againſt the beft of its own ſubjzeQs; and when 
the beſt ſubje&s, after they have done the beſt ſer- 
vice, have no way, but by Rebellion and Parricide, 
to ſecure Ger bg againſt their own Country, 
Whereunto may be added in the [aft place the apr= 
neſs of the Common People in any State, and much 
more in a Popmlar State , where they are under no 
reſtraint, to be ſuddenly incenſed and tranſported 
by the viokence of their own Paſſions beyond all 
rules and bonnds of Religion, of Reaſon, of Mo- 
&ſty,of common Honeſty, nay of Humanity it ſelf, 
to do the moſt abſurd, extravagant and ontrage- 
ous ations, without confidering, or carcing,. or 
fearing what may be rhe ifſue of them. Eſpewally 
when thoſe that are ſo apt to kindle of 'themſelves, 
are fet on fire and inflamed by their ſeditious Dems- 
goorer, | mean their Orators and Preachers, who be- 


mg men of turbulent and nnquiet ſpirits, are never 
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pleaſed themlelves, nor will ever ſuffer the people 
to be content with their preſent condition, but are 
alwayes cither ſecretly whiſpering falſe fears and 
dangers into their heads, or op:nly compl:ining and 
inveighing againſt things and perſens, 2s prejudiciall 
to the publick good, till at lenyth they ſo poylon, 
and enrage their fooliſh Auditors, that there is no- 
thing ſo difficult or dangerous, but they will attempt 
it,nor nothing fo injurious or impious,that they will 
ſtick at it , neither is there any remedy for their 
Rape, orcure for their madneſs, til! theſe Fiend: 
that poſſeſs d them, are caſt out of them ; which 
Iam afraid will hardly be done by faſting and prayer 
onely. Such were Corath, Dathan, and Abiram, 
who ſtirred up the F hay againſt Moſes and Aaron, 
ſuch was Sheba the ſon of Bichri, who blew a Trum- 
pet and ſaid, YVe bawve no part in David, neither 
have we any portion in the ſon of Jeſſe, Every manta 
bis Tents O Iſrael: ſuch were the Scribes and Phari- 
ſees, who made the people cry out, Crucifie bim, 
Crucifie him, meaning their King, and their Saviour, 
and to chule Barabbas rather then Feſus. Such was 
Demetrius the Silver-ſmith, who with one Sediti- 
ous Oration filled with uproar the whole City of Epbe- 
ſus. Jo conclude, ſuch were Cleon the Tanner of A: 


| thens, the Gracch: at Rome, and many other ſeditious 


Orators in. both thoſe Common-wealths 4 And 
ſuch are zow adaycs many of the Preachers amongſt 
Chriitians: who arc by ſo much the more wicked;

| atthe CORONATIO No 2 
andexecrable in themſelves, and dangerouſly per- 
nicious to a State, then any of thoſe Heathen Ora- 
tors were, by how much more damnable a fin it is 
to make ule of Scripture then of Sophiftry to wicked 
and ungodly ends, and by how much more dange- 
rous it is, for men to be miſguided by their conſc:- 
ences, then by their paſsiozs, the one being but a 
fit of frenzie,which will ſoon over, and the other 
being a ſettled and a ſober madneſs which is hardly 
cured, Andin this reſpe& a popular State is much 
worſe amongſt Chriftians then cver it was or could 
be among Heathens, And yet even amongſt Heathens, 
it was by the wileſt of them accounted the worſs of 
all Goverments, as. Thucydides and Ariftotle confels, 
though both of them were born and bred in a popu- 
lar State, and were as able as any to judge of it. 
And yct the Evils I have hitherto ſpoken of, are 
but ſuch as every popular State is ſubjzeR unto, even 
when it is orderly and regular (I mean as orderly 
and regular as a Popular State can be) and thatis. 
when the body of the People | gs it (lf by 
Lawes, and Civil Magiſtrates of 1ts own making ; 
but there is a kind of popular Government, when a 
part of the people being got into Arms, Governs 
by the ſword and military Officers of their own 
chooſing,and this is a Stratocracy,or military kind'of: 
Democracy ; which muſt needs be a much more ter- 
Tible and-inſuppottable yoak then the former ;, be- 
cauſe beſides its being ſubjeR to all the evils and: 
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F inconyenicnces before ſpoken of, it is alwayes able 
to do all the miſchicfs it hath a mind to do, with. 
out oppolition in the doing of it, and without fear 
of bcing puniſhed for it. And this is indeed ty, 
rule with a rod of iron, and Þreak the people in pieces 
like a Potters veſſel. 

And now there is but one way more of baving 
many Princes, or more Soveraigns then one in theſame 
kingdome, and that is as dangerous and as inconſi- 
ſtent with the Publick peace, as any of the former: 
namely, the ſetting up of two Sceprers, two Layy- 

ivers, or tvyo Supream Judicatories, the one Civil, 
and the other Ecclefiaftical in one and the ſame 
State ; vyhich two Supream Fudicatorics mult needs 
bave'two Supream Judges vrithout ſabordination of 
the one to the other, and vvithout Appeal unts 
the one from the other ; And conſequently when 
they differ ( as they muſt needs do often ) about 
the rights and extent of their ſever! JurifdiQtions, 
the People will tot know which of them to obey, 
being threatned by 'the waterial ſword, if they 6- 
bey the one, and with the ſpiritwel ſword,if they o- 
bey the other; ſothat ſuch a State muſt needs be 
divided within atd againſt it felf ; and then Obrift 
himſelf will tell you 1t cannot ſtand, 

So that it 'muſt needs be ill for the -people m 
what ſenſe ſocyer they have meny Princes - whether 
it be by Cantoning the Countrey itito parts, or 'by 
ſharing the Soverargnty 'of 'the whole, <ither a- 
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monglt wany, as in Ariftocracy, or amongſt «ll,as in 
a Democracy, or amonglt the Sword-men onely, as in 
a Stratocracy 3 or laſtly by dividing the ſoul of the 
State from the Body, the Church from the Common- 
wealth, and by making two Soveraigns, one in cau- 
ſes Civil, and the other in cauſcs Eccleſcsftical over 
the ſame ſubze&s, whether the Conclave, or the 
Conſiſtory be the Caule of it. In all which cafes I ay 
it is a Judgement of God upon a Nation to have 
more Princes then ove, as I hope have made it ap- 
pear both from the couſer and effe&s of it, 

But notwithſtanding all che Evidence can be gi» 
ven of this truth, either from Scriptuce or Reaſon, 
from the Cauſe, or the Effe&s of it, we would not 
believe it till we felt it. And therefore in the third 
place it hath pleaſed God, becauſe we vvere. like 
beafts without nnderiiaading, to tcach us, as he doth 
Beaſts, by our ſeuſes, and to viſit us of Tate, as much 
or perhaps mote then ever he did any nation vvith 
this very Judgement, I mean plure/ity of Princes 
in all its kinds and degrees, and vvith almoſt all the 
effects of it, | t 

For after vve had faid in our hearts Nolumns bunc 
reonare 0s ; L mean, aſſÞon as vve had rejected 


that EXCELLENT guar oo who azely had right 
by all Layvcs Humane 2nd Divine to reign over us ,, 
ck of our fellovy ſybzets took ypon 
them to be our Princes, and to goyern us arbitrarily 


at their ovra pleaſurc,in order to their own avariti- 
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ous and ambitious ends, And that firſt in an Arifie« 
cratical way,as a Senate or Council of State, where- 
in nothing could be done without confent of ſome 
of the Nobility and Geatry. But it was not long (af- 
tec Royalty was gone, ) but Nobility followed, and 

. was excluded alſo. And thes came in Democracy or 
the Government of the Common People by their 
own Repreſentatives oncly ; which encreafed the 
number of our Princes, and the vileneſs of our ſlave. 
ry by the meanneſs of our Maſters, But theſe their 
own Mercenaries did quickly deprive of the power 
they had Uſurped and Abuſed ; And then camein 
Stratocracy or the Government by the Sword, and 
thereby we had as many Princes as there were Be- 
ſbaws or Major Generals, who perhaps, if they had 
out-livd cheir great Sultan, they would have Can 
tond the Kingdome, and erected their ſeycral Pro- 
vinces into ſo many ſeveral Principalities. Bur by 
this means the very eme of Liberty and property; 

; which were before pretended, were quite taken a+ 
way. Oncly there was liberty enough and roo much, 

indeed a Lawleſs, boundleſs licence im matter of 

| Religion, all wayes of worſhipping God being 
allowed, bur the true one ;'and all admitted to 
the Sacred FunQion, but ſuch as were lawfully cal 
fed unto it; In the mean time every Se&, had its 
bead, and every one that was hegd 'of 'a Se& was 
Prince of a Party , ſo that we 'have ſeen what it 
to have many Princes, nay we have felt it to bea 
ſore 
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ſore Judgement by the terrible effe&s of it ; which 
did ipread themlelyes over the face, and through 
the Veins, and into the Bowels of the three King- 
domes; at once embracing, involving, and con- 
founding all places, all perſons, and all conditi- 
ons, publick and. private, high and low, ſacred 
and prophane.; For from the King in his Throne, 
to the Beggar in the duſt, no thing, place, or per- 
ſon almoſt hath been without feeling ſome or other 
the terrible effes of this Judgement. How many 
have loſt their Limbs, their Liberty , -their-Coun- 
try, their eſtates, their friends, and have been re« 
duced to extream poverty , beth at home and a- 
broad * How many noble and Ancient Families 
haye been ruin'd? ' How many goodly buildings 
and Churches ( the glorious evidences and' Monu- 
ments of our Anceſtors Picty and charity ) have 
been prophaned and defaced ? How many poor 
innocent perſons of both ſexes, all ages, and all 
conditions ,, have been cither murther or baniſh'd, 
or, impriſon.d or oppreſsd' with extortion” of all 
kinds, and of all Degrees without poſaibility of 
help, or hope, of remedy? Laſtly , how many 
poor ſoulr, for which Chrift dyed, have been be- 
trayed into RebeUion and Sacriledge, Schiſm and 
Herefie, Uncharitableneſs ' and Cruelty, by the 
hortible abuſe of Preaching, Praying, Faſting, Vow- 
ing, and all other the ſacred ordinances 0 God? 
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And now if our poor Country, (when ſhe fclt 
theſe painful] ſtrugglings and Convulſions within 
her bowels) ſhould have askd, as Rebecca did 
(when the felt Eſau and Facob ſtriving within - 
her womb) If it be ſo, why am I thus * There 
could no other reaſon be given her for it, but this 
in my Text, It was for her Tranſgreſcion, it was. 
for the Tranſgreſsion .of the Land, it was for our 
National ſins of Atheiſm, of Profaneneſs, of Sa- 
criledge, of Hypocrifie, of Idleneſs, of Crlutto-. 
ny, of . Dcunkepneſs, of .uncleanneſs, of Pride, 
of Hereſie, together with our, prevarzcation againſt, 
God, or.our treacherous dealing with God, in, 
pretending to ſerve, him beſt, when we diſho- 
nour'd him moſt ; nay in pretending :to ſerve him,. 
when we intended to ferve our ſelves of him, by 
making .uſe of his. Name, his Word, and his Or- 
dinances, in. order co the pal.iating, promoting, 
and cftcfing -our own ungodly and unrightcous 
deligns. Theſe Iſay were our National ſins, and. ' 
by*thefe or ſome of thefe we. have all. of us con- 
tributed to the proyecation__of this Jo lgement. SO. 
that they. were not the. ſims of *the Court one- 


ly, nor of the City .onely , nor of the C _— one« 


lz, nor_of any, one particular order of men { whce- 
ther Clergy or ' Laity.). and much leſs of any one 
particular man Or party of men., that we can lay 
were ſingly and abſtrattedly the canſe of our Cas. 
lJamities; no-1t' was 100 great, t00 wnjverſal , to be 
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the effe& of little or few Provocations ; 


- they were 
therefore the fins of the whole Nation, the ſins 
of All and every One of us, which riling up asa 
Cloud from us, fell down again ih a ſhowre of 
ſudgements upon us; ſo that there is not one of 
us, to whom it may not truly be ſaid, Perditio 
tua ex te, Thou haſt deſerved whatſoever thou haſt 
ſuffer'd : For if the beſt of us had been as good as 
we might, and: ought to have been, it would not 
have been in the power of the worſt of us, to 
have made us ſo miſerable as we were. Indeed' 
if all of us had not rcbelled againſt Cod, none 
of us would have Rebell:d againſt the King ; at 
leaſt their Rebellion would not have proſpered. 
as it did 3 and conſequently the Soveraignty would 
never 'have been ſhared amonglt ſo-:many ,-'av'it 
was, Which as at firſt it was the *ffe& 'of our 
ſms, ſo it hath been ever ſince the'cawſe 'of our 
| Miſeries, And as the Confideration 'of the for- 
mer, namely, that our having-of =_ Princes 
was an effe& of the ſins of usall, 'or of gur Na- 
tional ſins, will make vs inſtead 'of judging, con. 
demning, upbraiding, and hating 'oxe enother, to 
judge, condemn and abhorre oxr felves ,” and 'con- 
ſequently to juftifie God in his Fudgements upon us 
all-;. ſo the conſideration of the /ater, namely , 
that the having of maxy Princts hath been, the cauſe 
of all our Jate- many and: great :miſeries ', will Firſt 
Convince us! of our former fi wy in believ _—— 
ME, 2 uy 
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fily as we did, thoſe, that upon falſe pretences of 
bettering our condition by a change, did perſwade 
us (as the Serpent did Eve ) out of the Paradiſe 
we were in, bccauſe ſomething or other, which 
perhaps we had a mind to, waswanting to us. Se- 
condl., it will arm us againſt the like Temptation tor 
the future with a reſolution never to meddle any 
wore with thoſe that are given to change. And 
Latly, it will make us the more thankfully ſenſi 
ble of Crods infinite goodneſs and mercy, in De- 
livering us from the ſlavery we were in under the 
Tyranny of many (which is, as we have found it 
to be, the greatelt of National Judgements,) 
and Reſtoring us again to our former freedome and 
happineſs under ove Lawful Hereditary: Soweri 
Prince, which is ( and I hope we ſhall find to 
ſo) the greateſt of National bleſrings.

of never ſo much underſtanding,” and knowledge 
is able to prolong a State, becaule that is a work 
which requires not onely Wiſdome and Prudence 
to conduct it, but Soweraign Power and authority 
to Perform it. | mY | 

And yet I will not deny, but that it may be 
ſometimes in the power even of a private man to 
do much towards the recovery , and preſervation , 
and conſequently the prolonging of a State ; as we 
read Epaminondas the Thebane did, when being 
but a Private man, he reſcued his Country from 
the bondage of the Lacedemonians.: The like did 
Thraſibulus a private man allo, when he delive- 
red his Country of Athens from the Thirty Ty- 
rants : And fo did Camillus, who was not one- 
ly a Prizzate but! a Beziſbed man, when he recovered 
Rome from the Gants. 

But What need we Inſtances onr of Foreign An- 
tiquity? when-we have a Modern example of our - 
own ( to: the : hoqgour; of our: Nation | be it ſpo- 
ken ) which equals, ape :excceds all Þ bave named, 
or can name; ih 'drferving from his Prince and from 
his Country, by bis Courage in attempring, bis Pru-. 
detce im condutting), and this Felicity in ctfecting , 
that generous, glorious and Heroicall defign,where- 
by he hath-ax once redecwrod hls Coumey both from

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| It be true((as[ have ſaid before) that any private 
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ſlavery and infamy, by reſtoring the King to Hj; 
Poagle, and the People to their King ; and withall, 
hath purchaſed unto bimſelt Honour withour En. 
vic, Greatneſs with Saſety, and (which is the beſt 
reward of virtue inthis world) a perpetual ſatisfa&i. 
on and complacency in himle'f, for having (6 
nobly performed his duty, - And this was indeed

And firſt, in order to the procuring and prolonging - 
the happineſs of a Nation, it mult liave one Sove-'- 
reign Prince (that is) the Government of it mult be 
Monarchical : And of this there needs little more to 
be ſaid for. the ptoof of it, then what hath been 
la'd already for proof of my former concluſion, and 
what we our ſelves have felt already by the late 
tryal we have made of «ll other formes of .Go- 
vernment ; together with the uncafineſs we-- 
found under them, and the miſeries we have drawn .

But as Chriſt (when he was askd, whether it were 
lawful for a man to put away his wife) anſwer'd, 
A principio non fuit ſic; lo may I ſay of all other forms 
of Government except Monarchy, A Principio non 
ſuit fic, from the beginning there was no ſuch Go- 
vernment: Foras God made man upright at firſt, 
becauſe he made him afrer his own Image; ſo he 
made the Government of mexkind upright at firſt 
alſo, becauſe he made it after the Image of bis own 
Government; which ſurely is Moxnarchicel, And no 
doubt it was Gods intention, it ſhould always con- 
tinue to beſo; becauſe, as we find no example of any 
other Government of his approving, lo we finde w 
rule of direftion for any other Government ; nor #0 
precept of ſubzetion to any other Government, of 
his preſcribing « Thoſe weare commanded to ſub-

o:iAfwr, ſuch as are ſent and ſet over us by Kings, as is © 
vident from the whole Book of God in general, 
and from x Pet.

And indeed till the world was aboye 3000. years 
old, there was nos other Government in it but Ms- 
narchy only, For in Homers titne all Greece. had 
K ings, and they were the Gratians from whom the 
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d 'Aeco and thes Nona , Ariftocracy and Demo- 
cracy had their bcginning. For the Greeks being 
men of ſubtle wits and unquiet ſpirits, finding Mo- 
werchy to be a curb to their Ambition, they deviſed 
ſuch forms of CTovernment, wherein the Soweraign- 
ty being not Confind unto one, but Shar'd amongſt 
many, Every man might hope to have his turn and 
bis part in it ;: From the Greciezs by their Colo- 
nies were theſe Hereſtes and Innovations in Crovern=« 
ment derived to ſome few other Nations; but as 
they ſpread not farr, ſo they continued not long ; 
for at the coming of Chriſt there was nothing but 
Monarchy in the World ; ſo that Monarchy as it was 
Isflituted by Cod at the Creation, fo it ſeems to be re- 
ſtored by Chriſt at the Redemption of Mankind, and 
to be recommended both by the Father and the Sor 
as the beft and onely form of Crovernment for all Na- 
tions, And indeed natare it ſclf doth ſeem to re- 
commend it, and that not onely becauſe every Spe- 
cies of all Creatures whatſoever "Sev to have a ſub- 
ordination to ſome one of the ſame kind ; but likewiſe 
becauſe amongſt wen alſo, thole that have no other 
Rulc but the light of natare to live by, I mean, thoſe 
of America, and other lately diſcovered Nations, as 
there be none of them without ſowe Groverament, ſo 
wne of them have «ny other form of Government, but 
Monarchy, . 


Now as Monareh y is more xaatural and more accor- 


ling to Divine Inftitntion, and conſequently a better 
ED form 
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form of government then any other; 1o of Monarchies, 
that which is by Succeſſion is much more uatural and 
much more according to Divine Inſtitution, then any 
ether kind of Monarchy. I mean, then that which e« 
ther is by Vſurpation, or by EleGion. 

And firſt it is better then Monarchy by Vſurpation; 
for as uo man can take to himſelf the honour or of fice of 
a Prieft; ſo much leſs can any man take to himſelf 
the honoyr or office of a King ; but he mult haveit 
from God himſelf , either by Gods own Immediate 
deſignation, as Moſes and the Fudges had ( for the 
[us es were Kings) and as Saul and Dawid had; or 

y Crods Ocdinary way of Diſpenſation, which was 
by ſacceſsion of Children unto their Fathers : Ac+ 
cording unto which Mc<hod, as Families grew.into 
Nations, ſo Paternal government. grew unto Regal, 
and conſequently an Vſurper, as he hath no claim to 
Diwvize Inſtitution, ſo he hath no title to Divinebe« 
nediftion.or proteiion, And beſides, becauſe what is 
Gotten by the ſword, muſt. be Maintajned by the 
ſword, an Vſurper muſt be a Tyrant, whether he will, 
or no. Laſtly, a Monarchy by Vſurpetion is Res fine 
titulo, a Pollcflion withouta Title ; which ſeldome 
laſts Long, or cnds Well, for be that takes the ſword 
ſhall periſh by the ſward;ſaith our Saviour. Mat.265-52- 

Again, as Monarchy by Vſurpation is. Res fine #t+ 
talo, fo Monarchy by Ele*{ion is titulus fine re, a Ti+ 
tle without the Thing ; for EleSfve Kings arc bit 
Conditional Kings 3 and Conditional Kipgs are #6 
r:: 2 ; Kings: 
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Kings. Beſides, a King is to have the Power of Life 
and Death, which none, that have it not themſelyes, - 
can give mmto Him ; And therefore, how He that 
is Eleed by thoſe that have not the power bf Life 
and Death, comes to have the power of life and death, 
and conſequently how he comes to be a King, is, as 
 concetve, not eafie to imagine. But ſuppoſing an 
El:4ive King, to be indeed a King; yet confidering 
firſt, the Dangers and Inconvcniences of Inter-reg- 
rms or Ceſſations of Government betwixt the 
Death of one King and the EleJion of another z Sc- 
condly, the Fadionſneſs and: partiality of the Ele- 
Fors,together with the envie and exrulation of the 
Competitors ; Thirdly, the neceſſity of Him that is cho- 
ſen, to pratifie thoſe that Choſe him, with 7 Su 
judice of thofe that were againſt him; And Ialtly, 
conſidering that every EleJive King hath a Parti- 
cular Intereft of his own ; divided from that. of the 
Publick, and'confequently, that it is more then pro- 
bable, that he wilt have'morc reſpeR to the intereſt 
of his Family, whercin he' is to bc Succeeded by his 
Children, then to that of the Kingdome, wherein he 
may be Succeeded by a Stranger ; Conſidering all 
theſe chings, I ſay, we may, well conclude, that os 
Monarchy is the beft form of Government, ſo ſucceſſive, 
bered; tary Monarc Yy is the beſt form of X Monarchy $ ber 
eaule where there is an undoubled right Fray 1s N9 
Need” of Thramy to ſupport it, 35 there 1) in an 
Uſurpation - and becauſe, where the Princes and the

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Publick Intereſt is the ſame ( as it is in Hereditary 
Monarchy) there is no need of Defrauding the one, 
to Provide for the other, as there is in Elefive King. 
domes, 

But yet even of Hereditary Monarchies one may 
be more defirable then another, as a Political ra- 
ther then a Deſpotical ; for a Deſpotical Monarch 
governs his Subjets asa Maſter doth his Serwants, 
arbitrarily according to his own will and pleaſure, 
whether it be Right or Wrong ; But a Political 
Monarch governs his Subjects as a Father doth his 
Children , by Equal and Juſt Lawes, made with 
their own conſent to them, The former is the Go- 
vernment of the Turk and Muſcovite, the later is, 
or ought to be the Crovernment of all Chriſtian 
Kings , I am ſure it is of Ours; and therefore 
ſuch s kind of Monarchy as Onrs, is not onely 
the moſt juſt and reaſonable, but the moſt planſe- 
ble and popular Government of oll others. Eſpeci- 
ally, it the. Supream Governour be ſo Qualifi- 
ed, as he ought to be, and that is (ſaith Ss- 
ard if he be a man of underſianding and know- 

edge. 

7 i firft , he would have him to be a Man; for 
Woe unto thee, O Land, ( ſaith the ſame Wiſeman) 
when thy King is a child, Eccleſiaſtes. 10. 15. But 
bleſſed art thou, 0 Land, ( ſaith heinthe very next 
words )* wben thy King is the ſon of Nobles ; 1o that 
it ſeems Solomon would have his Prince, neither to 

be 
Q | 
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be a Child, nor an Upſtart, or a Man weaxely 
born; not a Ghild ;. becauſe even then his Autho- 
city, though it may'be Abuſed, is to þe Obeyed ; 
not an Vpſtart or a man of mean birth, becauſe ſuch 
a One being to govern better men then himſelf, he 
thinks there is no way to | reyent their Contempe 
of him, but by making himſelf by his Cruelty to 
be feared by them ; And hence it is that Aſperins 
nibil eft humili cum ſurgit in altum , Mcan' perſons , 
when they are mightily Exalted, become Cruel and 
Infolent, and Imperious in their Own Defence ; 
whereas Thofe\ that are born great, need not ven- 
ture the being hated, for fear of not being Reve- 
renc'd by their Subze&s, who have alwayes an in- 
bred reverence to the Royal Blood and Family (if 
they be not Debauch'd from it ); even whilſt the 
Prince is but a Child; And much more if he be a 
Man, and a Man before he isa King ; A man at his 
full Growth of Mind as well as of Body, and of 
Body as well as of Mind ; eyen juſt ſuch an one, as 
we may imagine Adam to have been, when he was: 
newly made Monarch of the VYorld ; Burt till a- 
King be a Man, we know not what kind of Man; 
he will be, | either for: his Perſon or for his Ports;; 
whereas when we ſee him-a Man, and ſach a Man as: 
we would wiſh to be our King, though he had: 

not been- bors to- be ſo;,; we are very unworthy; of: 

him , if we be. not very Thankful ro God for him. 

We know, that the: Comelineſs a 
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of a private mans perſon, and much more ofa Princes, 
doth exceedingly either excuſe the defects, or fer 
off the excellency of his parts, and wonderfully 
indearshim. And whatſoeyer he does or fays un- 
to his people, for, Gratior eſt pulchro weniens de cor- 
pore wirtus ; the ſame things ſaid or done by a 


_ comely or uncomely, by a gracetul or ungracetul 


perſon, have very different operations and effeds 
in the minds of men. Philip de Comines tells us, 
chat our Edward the fourth (who, as he faith, was 
the goodlieſt Gentleman that ever he ſaw) got 
twice poſleflion-of London and the Crown, by the fs 
wour of the people, whom the beauty and excecllen- 
Tency of his ſhape had gain'd unto him : So that its 
a great felicity in a Soveraign Prince, when. it can 
not be ſaid of him,as it was of Galbs, Galbe ingeni- 
um male babitat ; but rather, that he hath formen 
Principe dignam , a ſhape worthy-of a Prince, fuck 
an one as Sext had, then-whom,(ſaith the Text)there 
was not a goodlier perſon among all the children of Ira 
el; as well for the ſymmetry'of his Limbs, as the tall 
neſs of his Stature; or ſuch an one as Abſalowe was, 
in whom (beſides his goodly Head of Hair) fromthe 
ſole of his foot to the crown of his bead (faith. the Text) 
there wasnoblemiſh: And no doubt it was by this 
ſilent Rhetorick (I mean, the comelineſs and grace- 
falneſs' of his perſon)” as well as- by his courteous 
and fair language, that he flole 'away the bearts'of 
the people, which though it ill became-a $»bjoth, 

yet

yet nothing can more become a Soveraign Prince, 
then to have it in his power to Captivate by his 
Looks and by his Words the hearts of his People 
at his pleaſure, without being at any Charge at all 
for it. 

But if beſides Comelineſs and Gracefulneſs of 
ſhape ; Courteſie , and Afﬀability of Speech and 
behaviour, together with Gravity , and yet Se- 
renity, and Benignels of Aﬀpect, there be a Vigo- 
rous Manlineſs in his Mind, and a promiſe of Long 
Life in the Healthfulneſs of his Conſtiution ,. L 
know not what is to be wiſhed for more, but that- 
he may have Mentems ſanam. in corpore ſano, that the 
Beauty of his Mind may be anſ{werable to the beau- 
ty of his Body ; as it will be, f he be a man of under- 
ſtanding. and knowledge, or ſuch an one, as nnderflunds 
and knows how. to make Himſelf and his People 
happy. 

And Firſt, he maſt be a man of Underſtanding, 
and then of Knowledge : becauſe , if a man have 
not ſome Meafure of Underſtanding ,. he is not ca-- 
pable of Knowledge ; as we ſee Natural fools and 
Madmen are not. Agaiv, though a man have ws- 
derflanding to ſuch a Degree , as to make him. Ca- 
pable of the Knowledge of many things that are- 
well worth the Knowing,yet if he have not judge- 
ment and: diſeretion to-make uſe of that Knowledge , 
or if that Knowledge make him' never a whit the 
wiſer, it were as good for Himſelf, and the World 

| ; 2 t00,. 
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roo, that he knew nothing : For, though a = 
have Read never ſo many Books, and Seen never 


ſo many Countries, and Search'd neyer ſo many 
Languages, and Gone through never ſo many 
Arts and Sciences ; yet if he be not naturally a 
man of judgement and underſtanding , he may be a 
Fool for all this ; nay he may be a much more in- 


curable Fool , then he would be otherwiſe ; be-_ 


cauſe his knowing ſo much makes him think him- 
ſelf wiſe, when indeed he is not : and this is ſuch 
a Fool, as Solomon ſaith , Though you bray him in 
a Morter , yet will not bis fooliſhneſs depart from bim; 
Prov. 27. 22. which makes good our Engliſh Pro: 
verb, that the greateſt Clerks , are not alwayes the wi. 
ſeſt men; or as it is more ſharply exprels'd in the. 
Scotch DialeQ,an ounce of Mother wit is worth a pound 
of Clergy. ; | 

Again , becauſe there may be a bad as well as 
a good uſe made of a mans natural underſtanding 
and of his knowledge too ; therefore if a man 
have not ſuch an underſtanding, as to make a 
right uſe of his wit and of his knowledge, in or- 
der to his Own, and the Publick good, it were 
berter for ſuch a man and the world too, that he 
had no underſ{landing nor knowledge at all; for 
tbeſe are the men , whoſe underſtanding and know- 
ledge the Devil makes uſe of, as he doth of his 
own Serpentine ſubtilty for the diſturbing , di- 
ſtratting, and confounding of States and King- 


domes. _ 
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domes. But the underſtanding my Text fpeaks 
of, preſerves and prolongs States and Kingdomes. 
And therefore by a man of underſtanding in my Text, 
is meant one that may be truly ſo called ; not 
in a Natural ſenſe onely, but in a Moral and The- 
ological ſenſe alſo; One that hath good Morals, 
as well as good IntelleFyals ; one that is not Biaſ- 
ſed by his own paſſions, nor ſwayed by the flatre- 
ry of others; one that can, and doth conform his 
will and affe&ions unto his reaſon ,} and his reaſox 
it ſelf to Gods will revealed in his word , as knows 
ing, his own reaſon may deceive him, but Gods 
word rightly underſtood ( which is Gods Reaſon ) 
cannot. | 

To conclude, by a man of underſtanding in my 
Text, is meant one that hath an underſianding bearr, 
as well as-an wnderflanding head, Vir cordatus, as 
| the old Latines called a wiſe man. And indeed 
generally through the whole Scripture , wiſdome 
s aſcribed to the heart , or ſeated in the heart; 
, thereby .implying, that Tyne wiſdowe confiſterh ra- 
ther in praBice then ſpeculation, and in dojag qur 
Duty, rather then in knowing of it ; ſo that a mar 
may be a very wife man in the ſenſe of the wor! 
(as all crafty men are) though never ſo falſe and 
wicked, and a very fool in the ſenſe of the Scrj- 
pture, which calls ,every good man a wiſeman, and 
we wided than ofool, , M060 ON of _ 
fool bath ſaid itt bis Deart there is no Go 
jy WRIT G Pal. 
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Pſalm 14, and according. ro that of Fob, To fear 


the Lord, That is wiſdome , and to depart from Evil 


That is. underſtanding. Job 2, 28. And thats in- 
deed the underſtanding a Sowerazgn Prince oyght 
to have in order to the making himſelf and his 
people happy ; but not, excluſively to. a good nata- 
ral —_ » for. he muſt haye that too ; 
Becauſe otherwiſe , He that is to ſee, with other 
mens Eyes, and to, heax with other mens Ears, 
and to execute his Commands by other mens hands 
( as Princes do.,) may eaſily, and will frequent- 
ly. be impos'd upon, unleſs he be able to Diſcern 
clearly, and to Judge rightly of Men, as well as 
Things, and of their Moralls, as well as their 
IntelleQuals : for an underſtanding Prince will take 
heed how he truſts or employes a vitious or an im- 
pious pe-ſon in any Charge of importance ; be- 


cauſe where he ſees neither Piety nor Honeſty , he 


can never be ſecure of ſuch a mans fidelity any lon: 
ger, then ſuch a mans own intereſt and the Prixces s 
the ſame.

Beſides, a Prince. that hath not_a ſound and ſo- 
lid Judgement .of bis own , though he have never 


ſo wile a Frags » yet he can neyer be ſure that 
he is well adviſed by them, Becauſe the wiſeſt and 


| beft men are but men, that is, ſuch as may have an 
Eye to themſelves, and their own wrgreg inte- - 


reſt, more then to the Publick : but the Kings: 
and, the P ablick intereſt being alwayes the ſame ;

receſiary indeed for a Prince to appear wirtuons and 
religious, but not neceſſary for him to be ſo; Where» 
as no doubt if it be zeceſiary for him to appear Vir- 
tuous and Religious ; it muſt needs be much more 
veceſſary for him to be virtaous and Religious : For 
whatſoever advantages he may have upon the Pecos
